Georgia, too frequently way down on 
the list of States in the enumeration of 
various accomplishments, has a record in 
one field of which we should all be proud. 


Last year, on a per capita basis. only 
rich, progressive Delaware did a better 
job of rehabilitating the physically handi- 
capped than Georgia. Our total of 3,075 
disabled citizens restored to productive 
activity was exceeded only by California. 
Michigan, Illinois and New York, all with 
considerably higher populations. 


Georgia’s good record is due largely to 
the splendid and continuing efforts of the 
Vocational Rehabilitation Division of the 
State Department of Education. But it has 
had—as it must have—the close co-opera- 
tion of the business leaders of the State. 

The 3,000 physically handicapped Geor- 


gians rehabilitated last year have been 
turned, in most instances, from economic 


liabilities into producing assets. More thang 


2,200 of them previously were dependent 
upon their families or various welfare 
agencies. Now all are self-supporting, earn- 
ing an aggregate of nearly $4,500,000 an- 
nually. 


Rehabilitation of the physically handi- 


capped is a good investment for the Gov- 
ernment. 

Hiring of them is a good idea for busi- 
ness. 

Properly trained, a physically handi- 
capped person is capable not only of doing 
a job equally well, but more often than not 
ne makes a more stable employee. 

More and more employers are learning 
by experience the truth underlying the 
slogan: “It Pays to Hire the Handicapped.”

The events of the last election alone 


won in the face of the greatest division of his party the Democrats have suffered in years. 


Before that Mr. Truman had won another 
race for the Senate in Missouri which may be 
considered remarkable in view of the apparent 
odds against him at the time. That was back in 
1940 when he was up for re-election after serv- 
ing his first term in the Senate. He had been 
a protege of the old Pendergast machine of Kan. 
sas City, the leader of which was indicted and 
jailed for income tax frauds. 


Mr Truman faced a bitter fight in that 
campaign. He was opposed in the primary 
by two of the then strongest men in the 
party in the State—the Governor and the dis- 
trict attorney who headed up the prosecution 
of the Pendergast machine. Fearing that 
he would be hopelessly defeated, his friends 
urged him to retire from the race. Mr. Tru- 
man stayed in, and to the amazement of most 
of the experts, he won handily. Then before 
the opposition could recover from the 
shock, he went on to win in the general 
election which followed closely afterward. 


The President’s opponents should have learned 
by now that he is no amateur at. the game. Per- 
haps he comes about it naturally from being 
associated in his earlier days with one of the 
most powerful political machines in the country. 


e has a disarming way of doing things in an 
rently artless manner. But there is a oe 
effort in much that he does. And it is usually 
effective, just as his whistle-stop campaign pro- 
duced results last year while all of the profes: 
sionals were writing him off as a sure loser. 


e way the President has been turning the 
ae of his critics against them of late is an. 
other example of his political astuteness. Take 
the “planned economy” epithet hurled at on 
Fair Deal program by the critics earlier in the 
year. In his various public utterances he _ 
eut to show that planning, after all, was really 


a good thing, sinte most people find it expedient 
to plan, more or less, for the future. Without 
proper plans, he reminded, we never would have 
been able to pile up the victory we did in the 
late war. 

Soon after that, the critics gave up the 
‘planned economy” attack and conjured up a 
new phrase of the “welfare state,’ which was 
supposed to cover the multitude of sins imputed 
to the Administration under such vague terms 
as “collectivism,” “regimentation” and “statism.” 


Mr. Truman took up this new challenge 
in one of his most recent speeches. He pro- 
ceeded to show that the Constitution itself 
specifically charged the Government with 
responsibility for “promoting the general wel- 
fare.” That precisely was the intent, he 
said, of those sections of his program calling 
for low-cost housing for the people, “fair 
labor laws,” aid to education and health, to- 
gether with extension of social security. 


The term, “welfare state,” Mr. Truman said, 
finds its roots in the Constitution. He did not 
object to it as defining the aims of his program, 
but did take the critics to task for trying to 
make “scare words” out of it. 

The way the President has handled the situa- 
tion makes it clear that the Democrats will prob- 
ably place a great deal of emphasis on the word 
“welfare” as a keynote to the coming campaign. 
In that way, the President’s opponents may 
have provided him with a valuable campaign 
instrument. 

In turning the words of the critics against 
them, Mr. Fruman is putting these words to 
work for the Democratic Party. It is not every 
politica] strategist who is able to do that. Sooner 
or later the opposition will come to learn that 
it is dealing with no amateur in the White House. 
It takes an expert to perform the miracle the 
President did last November. 


GOP Veers Toward Isolationism 


WASHINGTON—No one seems to have noticed it, but a power- 
ful attempt to restore out-and-out isolationism as official Republl- 
can doctrine has been going on for some time. The opportunity 
was provided by the 1950 senatorial contests in the two key States 
of Ohio and Illinois. And ever since they began their campaigns, 
Sen. Robert A. Taft and Rep. Everett Dirksen have been seeking 
to make the Ohio and Illinois elections into eye-catching proofs of 
isolationism’s reviving appeal to the voters. 


The case of Rep. Dirksen is not especially significant, unless 
the essential squalor of political human nature happens to excite 
your morbid interest. In brief, Dirksen was a fervent convert to 
the internationalism of Sen. Arthur H. Vandenberg, of Michigan, 
until just about the time when he was tempted to seek the Illinois 
Senate seat now occupied by Majority Leader Scott Lucas. 

The Colonel Unfortunately, the internationalism of Sen. Van 
denberg is no better than the foreign policy of 


Benedict Arnold in the eyes of Col. Robert R. McCormick. The 
Colonel owns a controlling interest in the Illinois Republican Party. 
And by some peculiar magic, the straying Dirksen saw the error 
of his ways, and opened his senatorial campaign on a blatantly 
isolationist note, with the Colonel’s benign blessing. It remains 
to be seen how much good this will do Dirksen, whose appeal to 
the Illinois independent vote largely lay in his reputation for not 


- belonging to Col. McCormick. 


Sen. Taft, on the other hand, is a man of conviction as well 
as a politician. Being a man of conviction, he has never more 
than briefly wavered in his isolationism. And as a politician, he 
has evidently calculated that it would be good campaign tactics to 
change the venue, as it were, from the Taft-Hartley Act and other 
domestic issues. Hence Taft has been stressing his oppostion to 
the bipartisan foreign policy, with special fervor and intensity, 
in almost all his opening speeches to the Ohio voters. 

Until 10 days ago, Sen. Taft’s campaign strategy was consid- 
ered very smart politics indeed by most of the political sooth- 
savers. As long as three years ago, Sen. Vandenberg himself be- 
gan to warn that the American electorate in general, and the Mid- 
western voters in particular, would eventually rebel against the 
burdens imposed by a constructive foreign policy. 


Si ns This year, with the tension easing in Europe and the 
g Kremlin taking a rather quieter line, congressional lead- 
ers of all shades of opinion thought they detected the beginning 
of this voters’ rebellion. Sen. Vandenberg repeatedly acknowl- 
ledged he saw the signs. Indeed, he long ago told ECA Admin- 
istrator Paul Hoffman that the European recovery appropriations 
would be slashed to ribbons by the next Congress, unless it was 
possible to point to tangible Marshall Plan results. And this partly 
explains why Hoffman has been pressing for immediate European 
economic union, u shotgun wedding tactics.

Judging by the Senator’s comments on the grim 
new situation that now confronts this country, he is still firmly 
committed to basing his appeal in Ohio on strong isolationism. 
This means, of course, that at the next session of Congress, Taft 
will be far more active than before in his attacks on the bipart- 
san foreign policy. 

At the same time, the President has permitted bipartisanship 
to be weakened, and will now be forced to present Congress with 
new measures going considerably beyond those which have already 
aroused Taft's ire. In short, although so little time is left to us, 
the whole next year may be wasted in angry debate, before the 
election comes and the American people are permitted to give 
their verdict on their own future.

here was too much for Repub- 
licans to take silence, what with all their 
emphasis on the Truman spending program, and, 
sure enough, Rep. John Vorys, Republican, Ohio, 
came up very fast with the crack that the fellow 
ought not to be put in an institution, but ought 
to go into the Truman Cabinet. 

There'll probably be more ef such cracks— 
maybe better ones. 

Just in passing, it might be interjected, good- 
humoredly, that Republicans might do better po- 
litieally if they made fewer of such cracks at 
Mr. Truman’s expense—though they add spice 
to our life here—and thought up some “Tru- 
Manisms” of their own that encouraged the folks 
and gave them something to look forward to. 

This is not to indorse great spending pro- 
grams, as such, nor to come out for national 
bankruptcy. 


But Mr. Truman’s prophecy has noth- 
ing to do with spending programs. What he 
did was to pay about the highest compli- 
ment possible to the American free enter- 
prise system, about which Republicans are 
so fearful. For it is our great productive 
system that has made possible our present 
high standard, and can make gossible still 
higher standards. Naturally, being a poll- 
tician, the President took all the credit he 
could. Politicians are that way—going clear 
back to the “full dinner pail” which served 
the Republicans so well for so long in the 
last century. 


Mr. Truman’s prophecy gave him an oppor- 
tunity to demonstrate that the free enterprise 
system has not broken down or been destroyed 
under his management of our national affairs 
nor by what happened in the preceding Roose- 
velit regime, despite complaints to that effect 

In his homey way he quipped that the $4,000 
a-year family income was “‘no pipe dream,” nor 
should it be, basing the future on past perform 
ance. It was, for instance, only recently as 


1936, when we were still struggling out of the

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depression, that Mordecai Ezekiel, Agriculture 
Department economist, astounded lots of people 
with his book—‘$2,500 a Year, From Scarcity 
to Abundance”’—that suggested such an income 
was possible for every family.

After that “millennium” of the twenties 
proved a delusion, we found it necessary to 
make certain adjustments in our economy, to 
establish the Federal Government in the role 
of “governor” to keep the economy in bal- 
ance, as Marriner Eccles, Federal Reserve 
Chairman, put it. That was the first stage 
of the New Deal. It helped. It was help- 
ful, also, in the second stage, when Con- 
gress established certain safeguards of a rez- 
ulatory nature for our capitalistic system to 
prevent the excesses which had thrown it out 
of kilter and made it operate unfairly.

The political bosses of the union are David

From now on through the fading of the 
last jonquil next Spring, minutes of meet- 
ings everywhere will be punctuated with circumspect 
whereins and wherebys~and do earnestly urges, all unani- 

mously passed to whom they may concern. 

These will serve three purposes. They will quiet the tiny voice 
of conscience in the hearts of the voters of resounding ayes; they 
will give the newspapers an angle, and they always look stately ina 
scrapbook. 

Nobody knows effective they are in giving 
those in public office with their ears to the ground for 
of public opinion from the folks back home 

Their questionable value arises from their questionable use. 

The resolution was originally conceived as an instrument of 
opinion from a group concerning issues of importance to them, and 
was undoubtedly weapon of formidable power at one time. 

Now, too often, the resolution follows a one-sided persuasion of 
proponents or opponents of an issue, with no consideration what- 
ever of the fact that there must be two points of view. 

There was a recent example of this trend in our community. 

A public issue of some heat was discussed eloquently and with 
fine logic from the opposing side only, and when the two opponents 
had spoken their words, an officer of the club being addressed hur- 
ried forward with a prewritten resolution and submitted it for con- 
sideration and immediate vote. | 

The question was the National Health Insurance Program and 
the resolution opposing it passed without a dissenting vote. 

When the meeting ended there was obvious indignation 
ranks about the encroachment of leftist thinking and stat 
one dignified lady remarked with pride that her patriotic group and 
two other organizations of her membership had previously gone on 
firm record against the “socijalization” of medicine.

I am in favor of “free enterprise” medicine, and I think the 
medical groups are to be congratulated for their admission that 
everything has not been rosy in that field for many families, and 
praised for their forthright attempts to provide voluntary non- 
profit health and medical insurance plans to take care of 
family emergencies. I think those plans, if people will be self- 
provident enough to accept them, coupled with more clinics and 
hospitality building programs, will meet the need. I hope so, 
because I, too, shudder at the thought of a bureaucy of aspirin 
tablets. 


But because the position of the doctors and the American Med 
cal Association is so strong, they are the very ones who can afford 
to invite debate on the issue. And in all honesty, it does 
flect on the solidly “democratic” community of Atlanta that the 
health plan of their Democratic President is not given a hea! 
ing before its people. 

Women’s groups in the South are conservative along political 
lines and liberal along the lines of human rights. They can be 
trusted to follow the line of generosity toward individuals and 
caution toward economic and political change and that seems an 
admirable course. 

My thought is that no organization should take action of the 
group type, though, until it has presented both sides of an issue, 
and then I doubt whether it is not “bloc” action which is viewed 
with alarm when it comes from minority factions. 

Some thoughtful leaders believe that women’s groups do 
best for their members if they inform them completely and im- 
partially, through open debate or forum, and then urge them to 
individual action. That leaves them free for democratic choice 
and preserves their right of privacy of opinion. 

Actually, programs are far more rousing when two sides of a 
controversy are thrashed out, anyway. I have in mind a confer- 
ence of the League of Women Voters a year or so ago when econo- 
mists were discussing the rising Federal budget and admitting it 
seemed impossible to stop it, or keep it from getting higher, with the 
welfare “mandates” enjoyed by President Truman.

Game Features Deep-Freeze Art 


One of the features which dis- 
tinguishes Canasta from all other 
rummy games is the unique 
practice of freezing the discard 
pile. Freezing the pack has the 
effect of vetoing the power of 
the wild cards, so far as taking 
the discard pile is concerned. 

When the pack is not frozen, 
it may be taken by a player who 
holds a card which matches the 
last discard, plus a deuce (to 
compose a three-card meld.) But 
when the pack is frozen, the 
deuce and joker may not during 
the freeze be used for such pur- 
pose. In order to go in, a player 
must have a natural pair to 
match the last discard. When 
the pack is not frozen a player 
may “go in” if the last discard is 
a card which matches one of his 
own n.elds such a card is fre- 
quently called a “player.” But 
during the freeze, he may not go 
in for such “player” unless he 
has a natural pair to match it. A 
freeze is created during the sub- 
sequent play when any one dlis- 
cards a deuce or a joker. Such 
action is taken for the purpose 
of making it more difficult for 
the opposition to take up the 
pile.

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card to match one of your pairs, 
you will obtain the pile. But 
what is more to the point, dis- 
carding will not now be a pain- 
ful procedure. 

STRATEGY OF GOING IN 

When the discard pile is not 
frozen opportunities to piek it up 
with the aid of a deuce or joke! 
are numerous. One does not. 
nowever, go in, willy-nilly in 
such cases. It does not pay to use 
up your only wild card, for a 
discard pile of no great value. 
However, when: you are faced 
with possible embarrassment in 
discarding, it may be wise to go 
in for the discard pile merely for 
the purpose of obtdining cards 
which you will Be able to dis- 
card with impunity. The pile, 
may for example, contain some 
black three’s which will keep 
you from being squeezed out 
of your money cards. 


DECEPTION 

The less information you give 
your righthand opponent about 
your hand the better. If you can 
give him some misinformation by 
all means do so. If you can give 
him the erroneous impression 
that you don’t want 7’s, it may 
work to your advantage: You 
may do this effectively by dis- 
carding two of them if you hap 
pen to have four retaining a pair 
for the “big grab.” 

The same type of deception 
may be practiced when holding

But when your side has a meld 
containing only three natural 
cards, you should hasten to add a 
fourth natural, which will be a 
base for a future Canasta.
